DOWNFALL IN PRICES. 


To a careful observer of the prices of hog 
and cattle products for a number of years, it 
must be obvious that they have been gradual- 
ly from year to year settling down to lower 
levels, so that the prices ruling a few years 
ago look almost like war prices compared to 
those ruling now. When food products con- 
tinue to sag, reaching a lower level constant- 
ly after some fluctuations, the causes, as a 
rule, are not far to s:ek: either the suppl’es 
are getting larger without the consumption 
increasing corresponding!y, or the consump- 
tion decreased without an increase in supplies. 
There may have been other causes of a more 
incidental character influencing the final re- 
sult. But there can be no doubt that the 
general law of supply and demand has been 
paramount also in this case. Strange as it 
must appear, we read and hear much more 
about the incidental influences, like currency, 
cost of transportation, ete.. than about the 
fundamental law of demand and supply. Why 
not come right down to this point and state 
that during the last years the consumers— 
that is, first of all, the population of the 
United States, have not increased in the same 
proportion as the animals which are slaugh- 
teréd for food purposes. There was a time 
when the increase of population was very 
much larger than the rate of births could 
justify in this, or any other country. It was 
the period of that large immigration, when 
much more than half a million, sometimes 
fully a million, and over of sturdy immigrants 
used, by water and overland, to flock to our 
country, there soon to become potent consum- 
ers. The decrease in our immigration during 
the last years has been enormous. In fact, 
new immigration came practically to a stand- 
still and was outweighed by the number of 
emigrants from this country. Our consumers 
have, if anything, rather lessened in numbers. 
Add to it bad times, with a natural conse- 
quence in self-limitation of consumption, and 
we have not to look far for natural effects of 
the iron law of demand and supply. 


OUR INTERNATIONAL TRADE. 


Our esteemed contemporary, the Journal of 
Commerce in Melbourne, Victoria, deals rath- 
er severely with the chief of the bureau of in- 
formation of the Philadelphia Museums, Mr. 
William Harper, who has been lately travel- 
ing through the Southern Hemisphere, with 
the mission to enlist the aid of the Chambers 
of Commerce and of similar institutions for 
the promotion of international commerce. It 
seems that our rather distant British Colonial 
friends, while bestowing all marks of social 
distinction and courtesy on the American rep- 
resentative, are rather afraid of the donations 
offered by the Greek. Mr. Harper was 
frankly reminded of the obvious attitude of 
the American Government at the present time 
to discourage by heavy duties lately increased 
other nations to trade with them. As fur- 
ther evidence of this “selfishness” it was 
pointed out to him that nothing evoked heart- 
ier applause during the meetings of the Ad- 
visory Board of the Museum than the phrase 
“America for the Americans.” Senor Ro- 
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mero is quoted with his quite famous warning 
that “an extreme indulgence of the protec- 
tive idea was likely to jeopardize the trade 
interests of the United States in Latin Amer- 
And so is Mr. Olney, ex-Secretary of 
State, quoted with his remarks, that while 
the markets of the world were rarely (?) shut 
to America, by the direct action of foreign 
countries, “their own acts might, by exclud- 
ing foreign products from the United States, 
cripple foreigners in buying from them by 
disabling them from selling to America.” In 
short, our American representative is remind- 
ed rather pointedly of the fact that interna- 
tional trade, like any other, is based upon the 
simple transaction of give and take. 

It is but natural and might have been ex- 
pected from the start, that Mr. Harper’s mie- 
sion did not meet with any substantial suc- 
The president of the Chamber of Man- 
ufacture in Melbourne did not hesitate to put 
himself on the same sentimental grounds 
which inspire our own battlecry, “America 
for the Americans.” He stated frankly that 
he regarded the actions of the United States 
as anti-British in regard to trade. and he felt 
quite sure that Melbourne’s commercial men 
would not lend encouragement to anything 
that was directly onnosed to British interests. 
And the Journal of Commerce fails to see, 
“although it may appear rather churlish to 
say so, why our producers or manufacturers 
should place weapons in the hands of their 
competitors which may be turned against 
themselves.” It is the old tit-for-tat game all 
over the world. You cannot very well fight 
others and at the same time solicit favors and 
good will. It has to come ont sooner or later. 
We shall meet with more than one experi- 
ence like that in Melbourne. and we shall have 
to improve from every one. 

Just at present it has been established be- 
yond any doubt that the United States, not 
alone in natural, but also in manufactured 
products, can more than hold its own in the 
world’s markets as an aggressive and success- 
ful competitor. American skill and genius 
will conquer the world in the natural course 
of events. Artificial interferences will not 
produce any perceptible change in that.

SLIGHTLY UNSETTLED MARKETS. 
LARGE RwCEIPTS OF HOGS. EX- 
PORTERS MODERATE BUYERS. 
CASH DEMANDS GOOD. LIBERAL 
REDUCTION OF STOCKS. 

The market has staggered this week under 
the liberal marketing of hogs. The brief rest 
from full supplies of the swine a few days 
since, through which a steadier position was 
obtained for the products has added only to 
the current outflows from farmers’ hands. 
That the supplies of hogs are going beyond ex- 
pectations of the trade is not a matter of 
doubt, while reasons for the present rush for- 
ward are sought for in the apprehension of 
further disease among the swine and the 
desire on the part of farmers to forestall that 
contingency, although it does not appear that 
there is more than the ordinary amount of 
trouble that way at this time of year. There 
is little question that more of the hogs ar- 
riving are of lighter average, and that their 
increased numbers are not meaning as much 
to an enlarged supply of the products as 
usual. It looked as though from one or two 
States especially the fear of disease among 
the swine had hastened forward a large lot 
of light weight hogs, particularly from Minne- 
sota. Of course, while the supplies of swine 
are keeping up to their present large propor- 
tions, the packers can hardly be expected to 
arrange themselves confidently on the strong 
side of the markets for the products, and es- 
pecially as little could be gained from it in 
the current order of restricted speculation, 
however fair the cash demands. Therefore, 
in the near future at least, the prospects are 
not more than for feeble fluctuations in 
prices, while we see no reason to alter our 
opinion that little can be expected in the way 
of a positively invigorating position this side 
of December, although the changes in prices 
are not, meanwhile, likely to be of a very ma- 
terial order, while all easier variations are 
essentially recovered and the market from 
week to week shows any declining tendency 
in good degree recovered. With any marked 
stimulus to trading in a speculative way, and 
with some falling off in the receipts of hogs, 
the steady, full reduction that has been made 
in the stocks of the products at Chicago this 
month would exert a decided influence, but as 
it is the packers have their interests natural- 





ly directed more to securing the swine with- 
out stimulating their prices through a sensitive 
market for the products, with the considera- 
tion that hogs now are relatively too high 
with their outturns. The farmers are more 
generally willing to part freely with their 
supplies of the animals since they have had 
taken out of them the prospects of a near 
decidedly higher market for the provision list 
generally, and it looks as though some por- 
tion of their larger offerings of hogs could 
be attributed to that disposition. The packers 
have been able to get more of their produc- 
tions to Southern markets this week, whence 
demands have slightly enlarged as the quar- 
antine laws are less generally or less rigidly 
in force, but the reports of more numerous 
cases of the fever in the interior South are 
a disturbing factor, and of course the ordi- 
nary full trading with that quarter is not 
among the probabilities for a few days, al- 
though there is a belief that another month 
will wind up all of the disturbance that way, 
since cold weather by that time can be looked 
for. But the remarkably mild open season 
now prevailing throughout the South is mak- 
ing a cotton crop beyond all expectations, and 
there will be plenty of money at the South, 
as the season wears on, for resupplies of 
other products. Cash demands for supplies 
of provisions from domestic sources generally 
have shown further improvement for the 
week, and on the whole the packers are fairly 
well satisfied with the current outlets. The 
recent conservative opinions among exporters 
are still held to in most sources, although at 
times there is a little spurt of demand from 
both Continental and United Kingdom buy- 
ers. The English houses seem ready to cover 
any short sale operations on any turn to 
steadiness, and generally the opinion seems 
to be, to be satisfied with small profits on any 
disposition for scalping in consideration of 
the fact that the market is likely to be quick- 
ened to more firmness, if not a decided im- 
provement on any material falling off in the 
supplies of hogs. 

There were about 6,000,000 ID less of lard 
exported last week than in the corresponding 
week last year, but of meats about 1,000,000 
Id more. However, the exports for some 
time have been in large proportions, relative- 
ly, while with the recent falling off in the 
supplies of hogs, the diminished stocks are 
in part accounted for, although if the receipts 
of the swine are to keep along for any length 
of time of their present volume, movements 
in the products of the current order would 
not prevent further accumulations of the 
products throughout. But there is little prob-

To help to any easier range of prices for pro- 
visions through the early part of the week 
was at times the tamer look of the grain mar- 
kets, and especially in the effect from corn, 
with which subsequently they became stead- 
ier. 

The New York City cutters are getting a 
little more money for some of their outputs, 
more especially for bellies, which had been 
well sold up, while there is some scarcity at 
the close of 10- IDto 14-ID average. They 
are freely offering hams and shoulders at 
old prices. 

On last Saturday the entire list of hog prod- 
ucts opened very weak, as affected by the 
liberal supply of hogs and the liberal esti- 
mates for the then coming week, which were 
of 180,000 head at Chicago, against 176,968 
head corresponding week last year. There 
was also some disturbance there from reports 
of additional cases of yellow fever in interior 
districts. The outsiders turned bearish and 
bore down hard on prices for the first half 
hour, after which very fair support was given 
the position. On Monday the receipts of hogs 
at Chicago had succeeded Saturday’s estimate 
by 6,000 head. The opening prices on the 
products were 5@7c. lower for pork, 5 points 
on lard and 2% points on bacon, from which 
there were slight recoveries and reactions, 
closing on the whole slightly lower than at 
the onening, with light speculation. Armour 





was releasing ribs moderately, while Grieg & 
Wolf also sold a little. The packers general- 
ly were inclined to meet the market promptly 
by reason of the liberal marketing of hogs. 
Besides there was a sympathetic effect from 
the lower range for wheat and corn, and es- 
pecially from the latter. On Tuesday, Chi- 
cago opened 5c. lower all around, and after 
small fluctuations on a very moderate trad- 
ing, closed 24%@5 lower than the opening. 
Cudahy was selling the list renerally moder- 
ately, but especially January ribs. The Chi- 
cago Packing Co. was taking a few ribs. The 
English houses sold early in the day, but be- 
came indifferent when more steadiness was 
shown. The large receipts of hogs had tend- 
ed to the slight weakness, while the yellow 
fever reports had some effect, although the 
latter feature has been pretty well discount- 
ed. The temper was that the market was 
not likely to be well supported while hogs 
were being marketed as freely as at present. 
On Wednesday there was a turn to a slightly 
stronger range of poten. ‘Lhe opening was 
2@5c. higher on pork, 2 points on lard, and 
steady to 5 points alpen on ribs, from 
whica there was a gain of 7@12c. for pork, 
5 points on lard, and 2@5 points on bacon, 
although the close was lower than the best 
prices of the day by 10@12c. for pork, 2@5 
points on lard, and 2@5 points for bacon. 
The strength was due in part to the advance 
for grain. Yet the undertone was better on 
direct features. It looked as though the 
larger supplies of hogs had been well dis- 
counted, although the supply for the day was 
the largest of the week. Cash demands for 
the products were good from all sources. The 
speculation was rather slow, but Grieg & 
Wolf were buying December pork, while Far- 
num was a free buyer of ribs, and the Chi- 
cago Packing Co. was also a buyer of ribs. 
Cudahy had sold some, but most of the offer- 
ings had come from outsiders, although there 
was some disposition to cover contracts. On 
Thursday there was rather a slack, easy look 
to the market. At the opening there was a 
partial decline of 2 points, and within 24@5 
points the market varied, with a quiet look 
to trading. There was some changing of De- 
cember to January vork as anticipating a 
wider difference. The undertone seemed 
good, while the packers were not inclined to 
be further upset by the hog supplies or in- 
clined to sell. Good cash demands were giv- 
ing more or less tone to packers’ views. 
There was some buying of the packers of 
lard and ribs. Grieg & Wolf were reported 
to have sold 4,000 tes. January lard to the 
Chicago Packing Co., and 500,000 ID ribs 
that looked as though in the same direction, 
although some parties thought that possibly 
English houses were buyers of the latter. 

Beef has had a few orders from exporters. 
The English shippers took up a few lots, but 
towards the close of this week demands have 
quieted. But packers feel fairly confident 
over current prices, although tuey are finding 
it more difficult to get $15.50@$16 for some 
of the best grades of city India mess, while 
the general quotations are for the India mess 
$14@$16. But a fairly steady holuing pre- 
vails, by reason of the not over-large supplies 
here, the scarcity and firm cost of plates, and 
the rates current on cattle. For beef hams 
there is a remarkably slow market, while ef- 
forts to get bids on large lines on offer stead- 
ily, from the West, keeps their prices easy; 
quoted at $22.50@$23.50. 

The indications that have been given of a 
large reduction in the stocks at Chicaro by 
the close of the month’are more clearly point- 
ed to by some of the estimates made this 
week; if these figures should turn out correct 
they would show a notable pulling down of 
the stock of short ribs especially, or fully 
8,400,000 Tb, with the expectation that the 
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supply there will be 9,000,000 Ib, against 
17,400,000 ID last month. A stock of lard is 
looked for there of 138,000 tes. regular, and 
25,000 tes. old, or a total of 163,000 tes., 
against 226,000 tes. last month, or a reduc- 
tion of 63,000 tes., wnile of pork, 102,000 
bbls, mess, against 106,000 bbls. last month. 

The shipments out of Chicago last week 
were 3,900 bbls. pork, 11,724,596 Ib lard, and 
17,373,930 ID meats, against same week last 
year, 6,380 bbls. pork, 16,510,870 Ib lard, and 
19,600,393 Ib meats. Included in these ship- 
ments were 242,000 pieces hams, 46,000 pieces 
shoulders, and 245,000 pieces sides, against 
corresponding week last year, 232,000 pieces 
hams, 124,000 pieces shoulders and 228,000 
pieces sides. 

Exports from the Atlantic ports last week 
were 5,035 bbls. pork, 8,964,559 ID lard, and 
13,767,515 ID meats, against corresponding 
week last year, 4,791 bbls. pork, 14,844,695 
ID lard, and 12,604,650 Ib meats. 

On Monday the receipts of hogs at the 
West were 71,000 head, including 48,000 
head at Chicago, where trading was slow, 
with prices 5@10c. lower; last year, same 
day, receipts 59,500 head, including 40,900 
head at Chicago.

TALLOW AND STEARINE. 


WEEKLY REVIEW. 


All articles under this head are quoted by the Ib. 
except animal oils, which are quoted by the gallon. 

TALLOW.—The market seems to have 
reached a basis where it is likely to rule 
steady for a few days, although the tone is 
by no means firm, notwithstanding the better 
order of affairs at the West, where there had 
been somewhat extensive demands from the 
soap and candle makers, and which led to an 
advance of Ke. in the prices. But the New 
York market has not a large home trade con- 
sumption at present to fall back upon, while 
it must depend chiefly upon the local wants 
for an absorption of the outputs here and the 
somewhat freer supplies that have been com- 
ing along from the interior melters. The lit- 
tle English demand of the previous week has 
not rounded out to a significant interest. It 
was thought that if the London sale on 
Wednesday of this week came showing un- 
changed prices, that a little help would be 
had from the English markets to steadying 
the position here. But, notwithstanding the 
cable thence upon that day had shown just 
that order of a market abroad, there was no 
further desire exhibited by the shippers to ne- 
gotiate for supplies here at the 3% basis for 
city, in hogsheads. But the home trade con- 
tinued their takings at 34% to the extent of 
the offerings at that price, while one lot of 
oU hhds., special brand, had been sold at the 
close of the week before at 3 5-16. It is not 
possible to sell city over 34%. Some of the 
melters are accepting that price, while others 
have had their views stimulated a little by 
the recent showing of small export demands, 
and would rather wait and see what the near 
future may offer on export business, mean- 
while placing their views concerning selling 
about \%& over the current marketable value. 
The soap trade is not getting as much busi- 
ness as it usually looks for at this time, in 
the regular period of moving goods forward 
to the interior before the close of inland navi- 
gation; therefore it is cautious over buying 
tallow more extensively, although seemingly 
ready to take in the offerings as they come 
out at 34% for city. Very fair assortments of 
tallow are had by most of the soapmakers, 
while they are finding a little more country 
made on offer, in the rather more of a disposi- 
tion of the interior melters to sell, and which 
they have been able to obtain this week on 
rather more favorable prices to them than 
those which existed in the previous week. 
Thus prime country made has been obtained 
this week at 3%, packages free, where 35% 
had been made a few days since for a corres- 
ponding quality. There are some lots now 
that could not be had under 3%. It would 
seem as though the increased firmness at the 
West should benefit the position here, indi- 
rectly in its taking some stock from the coun- 
try, the more remote points, that occasionally 
finds its way here, or at least drifts either 
way as the Western or New York markets 
offer the best terms. But trading in this 
direction at present is of that conservative 
order that there is missed any influence from 
the feature. Then again as the West has 
been paying 3% for its best packers’, and has 
had that price further bid, with to 4 asked, 
there would ordinarily be some demand 
thence upon this market, considering the dif- 





ference with the price of city here at 34. But 
no interest from the West has yet appeared 
here, although it is quite probable that some 
of the melters here have had their views 
stiffened a little by the tone of affairs there. 
The West nowadays seems contented over 
marketing its own productions, without reach- 
ing out to Eastern markets, while its soap 
trade seems to keep its wants centered there; 
there is absence as well of speculative inquiry. 
The West had made a little accumulation in 
the dullness previously for a little while, but 
it was not large at Chicago, since demands 
for about 4,500 tes. from the soap and candle 
makers led to the taking up of some offerings 
from outside Western points, as well as at 
Chicago, and that quantity was secured, 
while 3%@3% was paid for packers’, chiefly 
3%, and 25¢@2% for No. 2, with the later 
market there at 3% bid for best packers’ aud 
4 asked. Chicago is now in a fairly firm posi- 
tion, although not having much further trad- 
ing on its depleted stocks. Yet by the time it 
makes another accumulation it will probably 
find consumers ready to take it, since the dis- 
position of the Western soapmakers is to keep 
theid demands there, and while not filling in 
from other sources, will about use up their 
supplies by the time the packers have another 
large block to offer them. So far as concerns 
the Continent, there is no sign that it cares 
to figure upon offerings from this country, 
with the French markets especially at a 
standstill in making bids. The sales in New 
York of city made since our last report have 
been, on last Saturday, 50 hhds. at 3 5-16 and 
100 hhds. at 34c. On Tuesday 150 hhds. at 
3%, and 100 hhds. for England at 3%; on 
Wednesday, 50 hhds. at 34%; on Thursday 
there were 175 hhds. city taken in on con- 
tracts at 344, with the market then about 
steady at 34%. The sales thus far for the 
week had all been to the home trade, except 
the 100 hhds. above quoted. Of country made, 
sales of 350,000 Ib, in lots, for the week, at 
34@3'4, and occasionally 35. 

Outside of the holdings of two melters in 
New York, the supplies of city are closely sold 
up weekly, and only one of these melters has 
added further to his holdings latterly, as the 
other melter has been ready to sell his fresh 
made goods promptly at the market, leaving 
only the late accumulations in his hands. It 
is doubtful, however, if the held stocks are 
more than 250 hhds. larger than they were 
three weeks since, as a large line of goods 
was sold a little while since from a large 
melter, which used up his make a little ahead. 

LARD OIL can hardly be bought as cheap 
this week as last week. Where there had been 
sales at 35 for Western, 36 is now about the 
inside price, although possibly some lots could 
be had at 35. There had been a larger busi- 
ness at the lower figure on the feeling among 
distributers and consumers that bottom had 
been touched, although if lard should go still 
lower an unsettled opinion might again come 
about. However, the pressers feel that they 
are better able to protect holdings on the lib- 
eral takings latterly. The wool mills had been 
free buyers a few days since, as well as the 
miscellaneous consuming interests, but at the 
close a very ordinary trade is going on. The 
lower grades are hard to sell. The range on 
prime is from 35@40, as covering at the high- 
er price the smaller lots of city, on brand.

GRBPASE.—The recent reductions in prices 
had brought the market within the limits of a 
few export orders on moderate quantities. 
Some 500 tes. to 600 tes. have been sold this 
week, in part for shipment, but mainly to the 
home trade. As a whole, however, shippers 
claim that they have no encouragement from 
the other side at the held figures here; that 
the sentiment there is to hold off generally on 
fats until there are more positive indications 
that the weakness throughout is eliminated. 
But there is no question that if buyers felt 
that the markets as a whole were upon a se- 
cure basis, that they would invest rather ex- 
tensively generally. Corresponding indiffer- 
ence over buying prevails at Western points. 
Nominally, A white is quoted at 3%éc.; 
white at 34%c., yellow at 24%4@2%c., bone at 
2Ya3\%\e., brown at 24@2%c. At Chicago, 
A white quoted at 3@3%c., B white at 2%c., 
yellow at 2%@2'4c., brown at 2@2ic. 

OLEO OIL.—At Rotterdam the previous 
steamer’s cargo had been well sold up, and 
most of the week the trade here were await- 
ing the next steamer, which was expected by 
Thursday. There was no reason to expect a 
material change in the price there, and nom- 
inal quotations were of 38@40 florins, but on 
Wednesday a sale was reported thence of 100 
tes. Harrison at 39 florins. The outlets for 
butterine from the Dutch markets were keep- 
ing up well, while the news from other for- 
eign points had not shown further change for 
butter, although supplies of that product had 
been liberal, But the recent decline there for 
the dairy product had brought a good sale, 
whereby its market rate was held steady at 
the decline that had been made a little while 
since. It is believed that the Dutch markets 
will take care of the current order of ship- 
ments of oil from this country, at or about 
current figures in the near future, as their 
desire to make accumulations at the rates has 
not been abated so far as can be learned here, 
while the outturns from the pressers’ hands 
are not large, and are decidedly under those 
at this time last year. At New York, best 
quoted at 7; prime at 64,@61. 

OLEO STEARINE.—The situation does 
not look especially encouraging to sellers, al- 
though they have not modified recent views 
over prices. When the market here got to 4% 
it was considered low enough by the pressers, 
and as they were able to market their mod- 
erate accumulations at the price, besides sell- 
ing a little ahead, they had for a few days 
preferred to wait until the refiners had used 





up some portion of their supplies, rather than 
crown their outputs upon an unwilling mar- 
ket. But while there has been this disposition 
among the pressers there has also been a 
very conservative feeling on the part of the 
lard refiners, who have nothing stimulating 
in the takings of compound lard to take hold 
vf the stearine for future use. Therefore the 
disposition to buy rarely gets beyond the ab- 
sorbing of a small quantity needed for prompt 
use, while there has been a further decline to 
4%. There has been, however, a little call 
from the outside trade, or from tanners and 
small refiners, and while it has not wanted 
more than small lots, yet several of these 
have been sold; this has encouraged the press- 
ers a little. There is no sign now that export- 
ers care to touch the market, however willing 
they were a little while since to negotiate for 
large quantities. There have been sales in 
New York of 50,000 Ib at 4% and 25,000 Ib 
at 4%, and this lower price is now insisted 
upon by the pressers, while the large refiners 
here do not care to buy material quantities 
even at 4%. 

There has been some business in Chicago at 
454 and at 4%, but just how much is not 
known here at present, although the belief is 
that about 300,000 ID have been obtained at 
those figures, as it is reported that a consider- 
able lot has been seeking an outlet there lat- 
terly. The best trading price reported there is 
4%. It has been more the decline at Chicago 
to 44% that led to the sale here at 4%, and 
the further disposition to sell at 4%. 

The above was the position up to the close 
of Wednesday. On Thursday there was ab- 
sence of further trading, with 4% the best 
trading price here and 4% at Chicago, but the 
pressers here unwilling, as a rule, to accept

QUIETER, BARELY STEADY MARKET. 

It has been clearer that the export move- 
ment last week was more of a spasmodic 
character than indicating that exporters were 
ready for permanently extensive takings at 
the prices. The indications then that the 
purchasing was more with a view of covering 
short sales that had been made by shippers, 
and that the prices gave a good profit to those 
parties who had been fortunate enough to 
reckon upon comparatively low figures for this 
time of year, against those that were held at 
the time a little while since when it was pos- 
sible to sell for future deliveries, are a little 
more decided. But at the same time it is not 
possible at any time to come to the conclusion 
absolutely that any business is for the pur- 
pose of covering short sales, but rather an in- 
ference by the trade from surroundings. It 
is quite certain that where the desire to buy 
on export account existed it has almost entire- 
ly disappeared, and that foreign markets as a 
whole are settling down to the position of 
waiting until there are straightened conditions 
from several influences at present at work, 
and until there is a feeling that business is 
working again upon a normal basis. There is 
no question but that the interruption to regu- 
lar full deliveries of the oil and seed by rea- 
son of the scare over the yellow fever in 
many and more extended directions South is 
one factor in the current dullness. While it 
works both ways, in limiting the movements 
of seed and causing some accumulations of 
the oil in the districts quarantined or dis- 
turbed by the epidemic, there is the feeling 
on the part of buyers to ascertain just how

Samuel J. Brauer, butcher, Richmond, Va., 
has sold real estate for $112. 

J. W. Beckley & Son have sold out their 
meat business at Rosebury, Ore. 

J. C. Roberts, Rosebury, Ore., has sold out 
his meat business. 

John F. Forney has succeeded E. B. Lutz 
in the meat business at Reading, Pa. 

Fred Phelps, meat market, Waterford, Pa., 
has sold out, 
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much oil has been accumulated and whether 
the results may not more than counterbalance 
the interruption to normal productions. At 
the same time there is not much hope among 
buyers that the market is likely to be, ma- 
terially, if any lower, but rather the feeling 
that they would rather see the outcome to 
healthy surroundings before entering exten- 
sively upon engagements for export. At some 
points the quarantine has been raised or re- 
stricted in effect, and it is now possible to 
move supplies forward a little more freely in 
Texas and Louisiana, with at Galveston and 
New Orleans more of the oil going out to for- 
eign markets, although some hindrance still 
at the latter point. But to partly modify the 
improved situations in that quarter come oc- 
casional reports of the spread of the fever to 
interior districts, and the consequent appre- 
hensions of a still wider range of the trouble, 
especially with the prolonged spell of mild 
weather at the South, although the impres- 
sion is that the difficulty that way cannot 
last beyond a month more, and that cold 
weather will by that time remove it. Then 
again to restrain exporters to full general op- 
erations is the appearance of the markets for 
other fats, in their failing to recover a per- 
manent tone of firmness. But the shippers 
have to some extent at least a price at which 
they would take probably fair quantities of 
the product at once. At 23 for prime yellow 
it is quite possible some further large busi- 
ness could be done, and perhaps it would 
bring about general activity. At that rate the 
exporters had executed most of their orders 
early in the previous week, while it was only 
as the market was put up to 23% that they 
dropped out. A 23 price is so close to the 
lowest basis that has existed in the most de- 
pressed years that the shippers feel that they 
run no material risk in taking the oil at it, 
but the difference of a fraction to an advance 
upon that value throws them out at once to 
resting upon the feeling of “awaiting develop- 
ments.” But a little later on and throughout 
the season there must be a much more vigor- 
ous export business, with indications that it 
will largely exceed that of last year if the 
price does not range materially higher than 
at present, and no matter any easier tendency 
of other fats. Cotton oil hardly ever gets be- 
-low its current price, even with decidedly 
lower prices than those prevailing for beef and 
hog fats, and it seems to rest at present more 
secure in its value than the competing prod- 
ucts. Moreover, there is a wider sentiment 
that if the existing prices for the oil are to 
continue that the productions will be short- 
ened in the near Atlantic States, however lib- 
eral it will be without much doubt in Texas 
on the abundance of seed in the latter State, 
and the readiness of the planters to sell there 
at its late material reduction in price. The 
prices of seed are about $6@$7 per ton in 
Texas and $7@$S8 per ton in the near Atlantic 
States, at the stations. The mills are getting 
more seed all around than latterly, or when 
they first offered the lower rates, but the sup- 
plies are not put out freely by the planters in 
the near sections. Yet there is no question but 
that there will be an excessive amount of 
seed, that the planters will not be able to use 
the surplus, even though its prices are low 
and just right for demands for fertilizing. 
And as the season runs along with mild, open 





weather, favorable to the development of cot- 
ton, there is great difficulty in arriving at the 
extent of the cotton crop, while the belief 
now is that the highest estimates of its out- 
turn are likely to be exceeded. This may 
mean that seed later on in the season may be 
obtained by the mills at practically their own 
views over its values, but that there will be 
more or less modified productions of oil to ex- 
pectations, meanwhile, seems to be the con- 
clusion at present. A possibly poor point 
about the market just now is the unwilling- 
ness to sell in some directions by parties who 
had paid earlier in the season higher prices 
for seed, and want to get their money back 
in the productions, whereby the accumula- 
tions may additionally add to an unsettled 
market in the event of a want of snap to trad- 
ing in the near future, although it is hard to 
see any prospects of the markets shrinking 
further, whatever the improbability of at 
least their near future improvement. It is 
quite certain that a large number of mills de- 
cline to accept the current bids, and on the 
theory that the market can hardly be in 
poorer position at any time this season, while 
there is a good chance of its doing better, 
while the mills are somewhat questioning now 
the liberal extent of productions that had 
been counted upon by buyers, and by reason 
of the low prices for the oil, the reduced bids 
which they are compelled to make for the 
seed and the general hindrance to movements 
in seed, in localities, by the yellow fever 
trouble. 

There has been a large quantity of the oil 
contracted for in the present season through, 
even though surface conditions have been at 
times very slow and unsatisfactory. The home 
trade has taken a considerable quantity of 
the product, even though the lard refiners 
have been for some few days quiet. Indeed, 
the lard refiners here and at the West would 
be prompt buyers even now if they could get 
the property at the inside figures, or, perhaps, 
about 4c. under most of the held rates. They 
had secured enough of a supply for current 
needs, while they would feel safe in buying 
for accumulations if the oil could be had at 
that small concession from held rates. But 
outside of this the soapmakers at the West 
have been negotiating quite freely for the oil, 
and it is believed here that the Southwest 
soap trade has already taken up about 20,000 
bbls. crude at the mills, and that it is ready to 
barrels, crude at the mills, and that it 
is ready to take 10,000 barrels more, 
but finding for the latter quantity 
ready sellers. In Texas there has con- 
tinued a fair business in crude in bulk, with 
20 tanks taken at 1444@15. Mexican draft 
upon the supplies there as well continues 
steady and fair, and promises to hold along 
in full volume through the season. The New 
York lard refiners have paid 15144@15%% for 6 
tanks at near Atlantic points, and their trad- 
ing price now is 15%, but they are finding 
few offerings under 16. The movements in 
prime yellow thus far this week have been 
1,800 bbls. at 23144@23%, while of white oil 
400 bbls. have been sold at 26%. There was 
a lot of 60 bbls. crude sold here at 20. Only 
small lots of crude in barrels arrive here, but 
when of strictly prime quality they are not 
offered under 20, while they are being taken 
in rather slowly by the refiners. The lard re- 


less 


finers here feel that they ought to go slow 
over taking up supplies by reason especially 
of the dull business in compound lard, and 
which is not likely to improve until the pro- 
vision market generally has a more decided 
course. The West seems to be getting more 
of a trade in compound lard, while it is us- 
igg up its supplies of oil in a degree that will 
probably compel it to be a freer buyer of the 
oil shortly, although it will probably hold off 
as long as possible for more settled conditions 
throughout. Meanwhile the tallow market is 
more active and steadier at the West, al- 
though the product is hardly more regular 
here in price. 

Monday’s market in New York showed sales 
of crude in bulk on wants of the refiners here 
at 15% at a near Atlantic mill, and a sale of 
crude in barrels at 20 here, while prime yel- 
low had 23 bid and 23% asked, with the pos- 
sibility of getting some dock lots at 234%. On 
Tuesday the standing off of exporters contin- 
ued; it was supposed that 23 would be paid 
for prime yellow, while 234% was asked; small 
lots could have been obtained at 2344. There 
is a fair quantity of oil passing inspection, 
but chiefly in old buying orders, and the cur- 
rent movements to the other side are essen- 
tially all of parcels that had been sold to ar- 
rive. The lard refiners secured a little crude 
in bulk upon this day, of the sales above 
noted, at 15% at a near Atlantic mill. There 
were one or two bids on some good off-grade 
yellow of 22% on export account, while it 
was not on offer under 23. On Wednesday 
the trade generally was rather idle on the 
continued inaction of exporters, and the con- 
servative feeling over taking supplies by the 
refiners, and the miscellaneous smaller inter- 
ests. The slightly firmer provision market 
upon that day and the unchanged price for

tallow were without effect; the asking price 
for prime yellow was 234, but there was re- 
ported on this day some of the business noted 
at 23%, while bids on large lots were prac- 
tically at a standstill. The mills generally 
were quite indifferent over the dull position 
here, and there was practically no desire to 
sell by them under 23% here, while many of 
them declined to submit offerings at that 
price in expectation of better general situa- 
tions later on in the season.

at present, but at the same time the supplies 
here are not excessive. The local refiners 
are using their limited productions close, while 
the other pressers are not making a material 
supply, except as they get an export order or 
know that they can place it at once to the 
lard refiners.

Sales are 
about 15 tanks Texas prime crude at 14M4c., 
5 tanks Alabama do., 1544c.; 5 tanks Alabama 
do., 16¢.; and 2 tanks Valley, 16c.

Boston, Oct, 28.—Trade in all the products 
this week has been first-class. The packers 
are happy, and that old careworn expression 
is fast disappearing from their blooming 
countenances. They are all sold close up to 
cure on 8S. P. hams and also on D. S. backs 
and bellies, and look forward to a prosperous 
packing season. 

While smoked meats have not been moving 
(in the hands of the jobbers), as fast as they 
would like to see them go, still they all seem 
to have confidence in S. P. hams (especially 
for deliveries January to August) and as a 
result quite large sales are reported as hay- 
ing been made this week. Mr. Crossmans, 
manager of Nelson Morris Co.’s pork product 
department, Chicago, spent a few days here 
this week visiting the trade.

manufacturers have for a long time been 
looking f r a machine to run the casings on to the tubes 
of stuffers. Here we have it, and it will do the work as 
well as it can be done by hand and in very much less time, 
thereby saving labor and time, as with this machine one 
man can stuff as many sheep or hog casings as three or 
four men can link, besides doing away with the most 
tiresome work there is in stuffing sausage. 

The machine takes practically no power to run, only a 
44-inch round belt, the same as a sewing machine, and uses 
no more power than a sewing machine. It does not need 
an extra operator, as the machine can be used by eithcr 
one or two men on steam, power or hand stuffers and is 
never in the way, because when the machine has put on 
a casing it immediately rises up by itself 8 inches and 
stays there until needed again. It will run on about 100 
feet of sheep or hog casings in about 7 seconds and will 
handle tender casings just as delicately as the hands of the 
workman. Two lined wheels go with each machine, but 
it is only necessary to have one of them on the machine, 
even when two men are working it; so there is always one 
wheel in reserve.

SHOT TEST. 
( Continued. ) 


The shot test has been modified in several 
ways. One of the largest American glue fac- 
tories uses the following modification: On 
part of glue (one ounce), broken up into small 
pieces, is covered in a tumbler with four parts 
(ounces) of distilled cold water. The glue is 
allowed to soak for three hours, during which 
time the contents of the tumbler is frequently 
stirred with a glass rod, so that the glue and 
water will form a uniform mixture at the end 
of the three hours. The tumbler is then 
placed in a water bath, and the water grad- 
ually heated up to 170° F. The glue is stirred 
several times, and will be dissolved in about 
ten winutes from the time the temperature of 
the water in the bath reaches 170° F

valueless. An ensy way to 
overcome this error is to weigh the 
tumbler with the glue liquor before and after 
heating, and to add sufficient distilled water 
to make up for any eventual loss by evapor- 
ation. The glue solution, in order to furnish 
comparable results, should contain exactly 20 
per cent. glue. Any foam or even single air 
bubbles floating on the surface of the glue 
liquor are carefully removed by a spoon. The 
glue liquor is then cooled as quickly

to erack the tumbler. The glue 

quickly cooled by placing the tumbler in an 
ice box, wherein the air always shows a uni- 
form degree of moisture, i. e., saturation, and 
where the glue liquor sets to a jelly of smooth, 
soft and elastic surface. It is very important 
that the surface of the jelly should not dry 
out to a hard tough skin. Six hours in the 
ice box will set the jelly perfectly, The tum- 
bler is then placed in ice water of sufficient 
depth that it stands on the outside of the

The shot test is a fairly reliable test 
on glues of light color, and of neutral, or al 
most neutral reaction.

Different in- 
struments, of apparently the same make, give, 
however, widely differing results. The shape 
and area of the button, the amount of fric- 
tion of the red r in the sleeve S, the area of 
the jelly surface, and, in a measure, the 
depth of the jelly have all more or less in- 
fluence on the result.

To obtain uniform and 
really comparable results from the tests made 
by different persons, results which would be 
of value to the glue trade and the glue con- 
sumer, it would be very desirable to have a 
standard instrument, of exactly prescribed di- 
mensions and construction. The occasion may 
arise to propose such an instrument in these 
columns. 

The shot test gives fairly reliable compara- 
tive figures on glues forming jellies, if their 
solutions are placed in ice water; it is of no 
value to judge liquid and semi-liquid glues. 
Excellent qualities of liquid glues are put on 
the market, glues surpassing everything 
known in adhesive power, binding quality. To 
test such glues, and, in fact, all glues, 
whether forming stiff jellies or not, the vis- 
cosity test is the most suitable.

Cutting.—After two or three days the soap 

solidified. It is beaten to loosen the sur- 
face, which increases its density and gives it 
a better appearance, It is still necessary to 
wait several days until the soap has become 
perfectly hard. Then it is divided like the 
mottled soap, but in smaller pieces. 

Drying and Beating.—Instead of being 
steeped in lye the white soaps must be dried. 
At Marseilles very simple driers are used in 
the open air, and open toa large extent. These 
are known as assayants. During this exposure 
to the air the soap hardens.and bleaches, On 
leaving the driers the white soaps receive a 
trade-mark, printed on with a bronze stamp. 
In the ease of cakes of soap the Hermann 
press, in which the stamp is moved by the 
balance wheel, is most frequently used. As 
for the Marseilles soap in bars, they are all 
marked by hand with the aid of a simple 
stamp, composed of an engraved plate mount- 
ed in the ordinary fashion on a wooden han- 
dle. The marke thus often lack 
sharpness of outline.

Micuit Soap.—This soup is the least es- 


teemed of those made at Marseilles. It is a 
mixed soap, that is to say, a mixture of the 
preceding soap with an inferior white soap 
obtained by lyeing cocoanut oil with a very 
caustic and concentrated lye. The micuit soap 
contains more than 40 per cent. of water. 
Riot Soap.—Finally we give, following Mo- 
ride, a process of manufacture invented by 
Riot at the Capellette works with the aim of 
completely saponifying all the constituents of 
the oils without any residue. This method 
is commenced by transforming the glycerine 
into sulpho-glycerine acid in whieh form it will 
combine readily with Fifty kilos of 
olive oil and an equal weight of sesamum of 
sround-nut oil is put into a vat, and one kilo 
of sulphuric acid is added. The mess is stirred. 
When it has a dark apple-green tint 50 kilos

Next an equal 
weight of ‘ye at 16° B. is put in, and the mass 
is stirred for four hours. After this another 
50 kilos of lye at 20° B. are poured in, and 
the stirring is kept up for another four hours. 
The whole is now allowed to settle for three 
days, in which time the soap becomes consist- 
ent and hardens completely. According to 
Riot, no trace of unsaponified oil remains, and 
the soap is composed as follows:

BAYONNE BLADDER HAM. 


Cut the neck cutlets down to the sixth rib, 
take out the bones, remove the outer layer of 
fat, remove the meat from the five ribs down 
to the thick part, so as to leave the round, 
nice, lean lump of neck cutlet meat; rub with 
fine salt and put layer of salt between each 
layer; pour in sufficient aromatic brine to 
cover the meat, leaving an inch of the liquid 
on top yet, weigh down somewhat and allow 
to remain in the brine from 8 to 10 days, ac- 
cording to thickness; after that take out and, 
when not needed for immediate use, let them 
lie dry four or five days in a heap, to make 
them miore juicy. 

Press them with the hands to a nice round 
shape, put into a beef gut, not too wet; tie 
lengthwise and then wind the string around 
them, beginning from the thicker end; the 
rolls to be about one-third of an inch apart, 
having the casing fit tightly. Make a noose 
on one end, put a stick through the casing to 
avoid dropping out, and tie the stick also. 
Now put all the hams into boiling water for 
8 to 10 seconds, taking care to pierce the cas- 
ings previously for air.

B. R. E., LOUISVILLE.—Lungs, lights, 
ete., are made into very toothsome dishes or 
put into very appetizing sausages in Europe, 
where meat is expensive. Here they go into 
the tank. 

R. S. ¥. P., CINCINNATI.—Kettle ren- 
dered lard is best made in small kettles, owing 
to the difficulty to keep the mass evenly at 
the high temperature required, as it is stirred 
but slowly. It is not possible to make batches 
of more than 4,000 Ib, and even then provision 
has to be made to heat the mass from the 
center as well as from the sides. To be stirred 
but slowly. If prepared with care, in spite of 
its slightly burnt flavor, it will keep better 
than prime steam.

R SE-SCENTED BUTTER. 

Perfumed butter on the table is the latest 
fad of wealthy people in London. The dairies 
where this butter is made are as odorous as 
a florist’s shop or the laboratory of a per- 
fumer. In the first place, the butter is made 
in small pats like those in ordinary use. Each 
pat is wrapped in a bit of fine muslin and 
placed on a bed of rose leaves specially pre- 
pared in an earthen jar. On top another layer 
of the fresh and delicate rose leaves is placed 
before the jar is filled with a solid chunk of 
ice. Then the jar is placed in a refrigerator 
and allowed to remain there for 10 hours, 
when the pats are ready for the customer.—

FOREIGN NOTES OF INTEREST.

CHICAGO PROVISION MARKET. 

The speculative provision market for the 
past week has been quite disappointing. The 
conditions on Friday and Saturday were fa- 
vorable for better prices. Although hog re- 
ceipts were large the quality was poor and a 
slight advance was recorded. On Monday 
quite a slump was noted and on Tuesday 
lower prices still ruled. The cause is the 
large receipts of hogs and consequent lower 
prices. A fair cash trade is reported, and 
about the average amount of foreign orders. 
Cudahy was a large seller of ribs. Lard 
seems to suffer the most of any of the prod- 
ucts. Packers of the goods are taking hold 
of hogs more liberally owing to the demand 
for fresh meat. The closeness of the prices 
of fresh and cured meats shows the fresh 
meat trade to be very strong. Under exist- 
ing conditions we do not anticipate a very 
great increase in prices for some time. The 
Drovers’ Journal says of the hog supply: 
“Some of the country pork packers are hes- 
itating about starting up this fall, as they 
scored large losses last year and are disposed 
to be more conservative. The hog situation 
is puzzling enough to people who are consid- 
ered to be on the inside, and they are far 
from being certain as to what policy to fol- 
low. Many think packers will put up their 
hogs this winter on a basis of $3.25@$3.50 
in Chicago, but a great deal depends on the 
strength of the foreign demand, the de- 
velopment of the home fresh meat trade and 
upon the supply of hogs. At ~ resent fat,

marketable hogs are not very plenty, but on 
the other hand, if cholera could be prevented 
from doing its deadly work, it is thought 
hogs would hardly be worth marketing in the 
spring. However, there is no question about 
cholera doing quite its usual amount of thin- 
ning out. In fact, prospects in parts of the 
great hog growing country point to larger 
losses than were suffered in the past two 
years.” 

Chicago packers bought hogs last week as 
follows: Armour, 33,500; Anglo-American, 
16,500; Boyd & Lunham, 9,300; Chicago, 6,- 
700; Continental, 7,600; Hammond, 3,500; 
International, 8,700; Lipton, 7,900; Morris, 
11,300; Swift, 18,400; Viles & Robbins, 800; 
and butchers, 6,800; making a total of 131,- 
000, against 95,700 the previous week, 132,- 
200 a year ago, and 130,600 two years ago.

HOGS.—Receipts of hogs this week were 
larger than they have been at any time this 
season, and the quality is only fair, a large 
percentage of the receipts being pigs and 
heavy packing grades. The demand on fresh 
meat and shipping account continues good, 
and the packers, as usual at this season of 
the year, took advantage of the increased re- 
ceipts and prices declined 10@20e., pigs and 
heavy packing hogs suffering the most. We 
have endeavored to the best of our ability to 
warn our readers regarding the probability 
of such a condition of affairs this month and 
have urged them to buy hogs with good 
margins and with a proper regard to the 
quality and condition of the hogs, and all 
who have followed our advices have no rea- 
son to complain of the results. The provision 
market held fairly steadv, and prices for hogs 
and provisions are getting closer together. 
The range in prices of the different grades 
are also vradually working together, and 
while we still advise buying the brood sows 
and common hogs generally with good mar- 
sins, before another month rolls ‘round we 
believe all classes of good hogs will sell with- 
in a comparatively narrow range of prices. 
The demand is active and the bulk of the 
hogs sell freely upon arrival. 

We look for more moderate receipts and 
would not be surprised if we had a little re- 
action after this decline, and still advise buy- 
ing hogs freely and shipping them as fast as 
ready. 

Wateh the provision market carefully and 
do not discount the future until the markets 
ure better adjusted. Good to choice light 
and medium weight mixed hogs sold to-day 
at $3.70@$3.85; assorted medium weight and 
light hogs, $3.75@$3.85; good to choice med- 
ium and heavy mixed hogs, $4.55@83.70; 
heavy packing hogs, $3.40€@$3.55; pigs, 33a 
$3.40. The prospect is favorable for good 
hogs bought to sell here around $3.50@$3.70 
in the near future. 

CATTLE.— Receipts of cattle continue lib- 
eval, The market for the desirable grades of 
steers ruled fairly active and prices were 
well sustained, The demand for stockers and 
feeders was somewhat better, and we note a 
small reaction from the decline of last week. 
‘The bull market continues dull and prices 
are Je. lower than ten days ago. Veal calves 
are in fair supply, and prices are 25@50c. 
lower than the high time last week. Butch- 
ers’ stock steady, but owing to liberal receipts 





of Western cows, prices are 10@15c. lower 
than last week. We think the prospect fa- 
vorable for about steady prices in the near 
future. 

SH EEP.—Receipts of sheep and lambs con- 
tinue liberal. The demand on feeding ac- 
count is active, and prices for feeding sheep 
and lambs have been well sustained. Other 
grades ruled 10@20c, lower, lambs suffering 
more than sheep. The outlook is only fair 
for the near future, as present prices are com- 
paratively high.
